COUNCIL VOTES 10 
SUPPORT MUELLER. 
IN DAVIS CASE.“ 


Upland city ¢ouncilmen last 
night voted unanimously to ‘pro- 
cure legal council to represcnt the 
chief of police in the lawsuit filed 
by Roy Davis,” after Chief of Po- 
lice Hugene L. Mueller had made 
a personal plea to the council for 
its: aid. 

Mayor Eugene Nisbet, City 
Manager Richard G. Manley and 
Councilman Richatd A. Ibanez 
were named as a committee to 
discuss with Chief Mueller the 
form of assistance to be rendered. 

Early last month, the Rev, Mr. 
Davis, Upland preacher, filed two 
suits against Mr, Mueller and nine 
other defendants charging mali- 
cious prosecution and false arrest 
and seeking $252,000 damages on 
each charge because of his arrest 
February 18. , 

ITS’UP TO CITY 

‘Councilman last night declared 
the ‘city has the moral responsi- 
bility of defending its police offi- | 
cers in their performance of duty. 
Otherwise, it was said, the police 
department would be in the posi- 
tion of having to seek out the 
council in the midst of their activi- 
ties to determine whether or not 
arrests could be made in individual 
instances. It was also pointed 
out that a legal action’, such as 
that filed by the Rev. Mr. \Davis ts 
an attack on all municipal law 
enforcement and for that reason 
the League of California Cities 
may be invited to have a represen 
tative at the trial when the suit 
goes to court. 

























Chief “Mueller declared to the 
council that “the actions of my 
office at all times were within due 
process of criminal law. Lawsuits 
of this kind are not. infr 
They occur to police officers who 
are acting in the public interest. 
In this entire matter I have acted 
in good faith with reasonable 
grounds and probable cause to be- 
lieve that a felony was being com- 
mitted in our community. I as- 
sure you that the files of my office 
contain matter that fully justifies 
the action taken by the police de- 
partment.” 

SITUATION EXPLAINED 

Chief Mueller said the Rev. Mr. 
Davis’ “situation first developed 
during the summer of 1943 when 
he came to the office for a gun 
permit. That was the first time I 
have ever been asked to issue a 
gun permit to a minister of the 
gospel. 

“Other matters developed,” he 
continued, “and a more compre- 
hensive investigation was made by 
my office, It appeared to me that 
a fraud was'being perpetrated up- 
on our community. In one of the 
first investigations I found that 
although 11 children were being 
housed in the purported orphan- 
age, application had been filed 
with the federal government for 
some 150 children followed by sub- 
sequent application for 125 more. 
My office went further into the 
case and communication With of- 
ficial police agencies in other jur- 
isdictions in the United States fin- 
ally culminated in the arrest of 
Roy E. Davis.” 

“T respectfully request that the 
council provide adequate legal de- 
fense in behalf of my office, acting 
in the interest of public welfare,” 
he concluded.

If cars, are 
seen on the street bearing a let- 
ter indicating they shoutd not be 
operated, Mexican policemen re- 
move the plates. Motorists, how-

from the policemen and the. pay- 
ment is not considered graft but 
rather part of the policemen’s 
salaries,
